May Refinance 
Remainder of 
Debenture Debt 


Preliminary conversations with 
representatives of Canadian finan- 
cial houses are being carried out 
by City Commissioner John Hodg- 
son with a view to the refinanc- 
ing the remainder of the*city’s 
debenture debt, it was learned at 
the civic block Wednesday. 
Commissioner Hodgson said that 

he had some discussion with repre- 
sentatives of Canadian bond houses 
concerning the refunding of $8,700,- 
000, the remainder of the debt after} 
the August refunding has been 
completed. 

He said that of this amount $6,-| 
600,000 was held in Canada, and} 
approximately $2,039,000 in the} 
United States. 

When the August refunding has 
been completed $13,637,000 of the) 
city’s debt will have been refunded. 
Of this amount $8,718,000 is held in 
the United States, and the balance, 
$4,919,000 in Canada. The necessary 
advertising calling the bonds for 
refunding in August has been com- 
pleted, Mr. Hodgson stated. 


TWO ISSUES 
In connection with the August 
refunding two issues have been 


made the proceeds of which will 
be utilized in retiring the old de- 
bentures now on call. One refund- 
ing was made in March when $1,- 
770,000 were sold carrying interest 
at the average rate of 3.54 per cent; 
and in May $8,817,000 was refunded 
in the United States at an average 
interest rate of 3,99. 

It is anticipated that the further 
refunding contemplated will be at 
substantially lower interest rates 
than the two issues already made, 
Commissioner Hodgson stated,

NAPLES, June 14.—American armored columns by-passed the German coastal stronghold of Or- 
betello, 70 miles above Rome, and smashed through the enemy’s hill defences five miles beyond that port, it 
was disclosed today, while other British and American forces battered slowly through fierce Nazi resistance 


“around Lake Bolsena, 40; 


miles inland. 


Headquarters spokesmen revealed 
that the Americans swung into the 
hills east of Orbetello and turned 
miles 
further north at the junction of the 
coastal road with highway 74, which 
extends inland to Lake Bolsena. 

German rear guards behind the 
fleeing and shattered Nazi 14th 
army battled desperately for two 
days to stem the Allied drive 
which threatened to outflank their 
intand positions around the Etrus- 
can plain, but official reports re- 
vealed that the advancing columns 
punched through north and east 
of the junction. 

More than 3,000 large German 
trucks, cars and tanks have been 
smashed by Allied planes in the 
month-long retreat from the south, 
Saville said, asserting that the 

enemy’s transport system has been 
wrecked and that it is doubtful 
whether he can put up a major de-| 
fence short of the Romini-Pisa line 
100 miles farther north. 

Fierece fighting raged around 
Lake Bolsena, 40 miles inland, 
where American units were strik- 
ing up along the west shore and 
British forces up the easi side 
in a pincers thrust against 
Orvieto, a key highway and road 
junction.

Berlin Says Allies Move Up New Units 


In Preparation for ‘‘Great Attacks’

LONDON, June 14.—The Berlin radio said tonight that “heavy and super-heavy Allied 
naval guns shelled Le Havre today,” admitted that the Allies had scored two local break- 
throughs in the Normandy area north of St. Lo, and had moved up new units in evident 
preparation for a “great attack.” German broadcasts frequently have asserted that the 
Allies were planning a land drive to take Le Havre, strategic port at the mouth of the 


present beachhead in 


Normandy. 


Meanwhile, British armored columns, spearheading a smashing assault of Allied mobile forces, have 
broken through the centre of the German Normandy line, sending patrols 30 miles inland and the Nazis have 
thrown four crack divisions into desperate counter-attacks in an effort to stop Gen. Sir Bernard Mont- 


gomery’s spectacular 

plunge. 

Both sides were throwing in 
everything available for what may 
be the first big showdown battle 
of the Normandy invasion. The 
Royal Navy swung the battleships 
Nelson and Ramilles close to 
shore to blast away with ‘heir 16- 
inch guns against the town of Caen 
and German positions at Troarn, 
most stubborn strongpoints in the 
enemy defence system. 

The Allied mobile units on the 
heels of British Army pushed all 
the way through the primary de- 
fences to open country below the 

line from Caen to St. Lo in a 
sudden onslaught which took the 
Germans by surprise and out- 
flanked those two key strong- 
holds. 

Later it was revealed officially 
that the Nazi command had as- 
signed four Panzer divisions to the 
area of Caen and Tilly-Sur-Suelles, 
and that great armored battles of 
mounting intensity were going on 
around the rim of the bulge ham- 
mered into the enemy defences. 

Supreme headquarters said late 
today thatthe tide of battle swayed 
back and forth, along the 80-mile 
front with the hotly contested town 
of Montebourg, 13 miles southeast 
of Cherbourg, on the American 
end of the line, changing hands 
several times last night.

SOME SUCCESSES 

Three of five big German counter- 
attacks were launched in the gen- 
eral area of Caen, one against 
Carentan and one against Monte- 
bourg. American forces had cap- 
tured the latter two towns in the 
neck of the Cherbourg peninsula, 
ohly to have the Nazis batter back 
into possession, 

The Germans scored some local 
successes, headquarters reported, 
while Allied advances continued 
around Camont, captured in the 
British breakthrough southwest of 
Caen, and in the area of Pont 
L'Abbe, halfway across the Cher- 
bourg peninsula. 

It appeared that Marshal Erwin 
Rommel now was throwing in his 
maximum effectives for a full-scale 
bettle, and would try to bring up 
other reserves if possible to seal 
off the beachhead he had been un- 
able to eliminate. 

FLUCTUATING FIGHTING 

Headquarters advices late in the 
day reported fluctuating fighting 
all around the Normandy front, 
especially around Villers Bocage,

SAYS SASKATCHEWAN 
LEADS IN AGRICULTURE 


By Canadian Press Staff Writer 


SUCCESS, Sask, June 14— 
(CP)—Hon. Gordon Taggart, Sas- 
katchewan minister of agricul- 
ture, said in an election campaign 
address yesterday that changed 
production programs have made 
this province a leader in the out- 
put of agricultural products not 
stressed previously. He is seeking 
re-election in the Swift Current 
constituency in the June 15 pro- 
vincial election. 

The minister said: 

‘Saskatchewan has increased beef 
cattle numbers by 600,000 since 1939, 
the greatest gain shown by any 
province. This gain placed Saskat- 
chewan ahead of Alberta and sec- 
ond only to Ontario in cattle num- 
bers, 


HOG MARKETINGS UP 

“Hog marketings increased from 
400,000 in 1939 to 1,450,000 in 1943, 
the gain being greater than in any 
other province. Saskatchewan now 
markets more hogs thun Ontario 
and is second only to Alberta. 


Butter production has been 
doubled since 1939. Numbers of 
poultry have been increased more 
than in any other province, and 
Saskatchewan is second only to 
Ontario in providing eggs for 
shipment to the United Kingdom. 
Mr. Taggart said Saskatchewan, 

which once had concentrated on 
wheat, had changed its production 
programs at request of the federal 
government and to meet the needs 
of United Nations. The achieve- 
ments indicated the high degree 
of co-operation between the pro- 
vincial government and the farmers. 

Former food administrator of the 
Prices Board at Ottawa, Mr, Tag- 
gart said that while price control 
had been applied generally on 
goods the farmer had to buy, the 
rates for farm products had in- 
creased in the last two years, and 
farm prices now were at parity 
and above floor prices under agri- 
cultural products as promised by 
the Dominion government, and pro- 
tection against erop failure through 
measures like the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act meant “we can look 
forward to a long period of stabil- 
ity and prosperity.” 

Mr. Taggart said the Liberal 
administration should be re- 
turned on June 15. C.C.F, speak- 
ers were enthusiastic about 
socialism “when they are social- 
izing someone else but they are 
not so keen when it is applied to 
them.” 

The Liberals stood for mainten- 
ance of private ownership.

During the first five months of this 
year Edmonton's street railway system 
carried more than a million and a quar- 
ter more passengers than it did in the same 
period of 1943. The net profit for the 
period showed an increase upward of ten 
per cent, while the utility turned in more 


than $33,000 tax-money to the city treas- 


ury, a gain not much short of $3,000. 

There has been a steady movement of 
people out of the city for many months, 
as citizens of the United States returned 
home after completing engagements on 
projects in this area, as employees released 
from local war plants went elsewhere to 
work, and as men and women in uniform 
left for other posts in Canada or oversea. 

But apparently there has been also an 
influx of comparable proportions, if street 
railway traffic is a reliable indicator, A 
contra consideration is that the winter 
was unusually mild, a condition that never 
helps to keep the cars full. On the other 
side of the account scarcity of gasoline and 
the wearing out of non-replaceable tires 
have shifted thousands of daily travellers 
from automobiles to cars and buses. 

The street railway system was for many 
years a utility in name rather than fact, for 
it did not accommodate enough passengers 
to earn the cost of operating it. It is now 
an enterprise without which the industry 
and business of the community could not be 
carried on even in any considerable, frac- 
tion of the present volume. 

And the red ink days have at long last 
gone for the office staff. The system is 
now earning a regular and substantial mar- 
gin of profit, with every prospect of con- 
tinuing to do so leks han 


Arming Our Friends 


In the ten months ending with March 
last, Canada sent more than $912,000,000 
worth of supplies to Allied countries under 
the mutual-aid plan, the chief recipients 
being Britain, Russia, Australia, China, 
West Indies, and India. For the current 
year authority is being asked to spend only 
$800,000,000 on this account. There is a 
hopeful indication in this that some of the 
countries concerned have got their own 
productive systems geared to higher speed, 
or that some of them are now better able 
to pay for imports with exports in the 
usual way. 

The mutual-aid arrangement is distinc- 
tive in that it is not drawn on commercial 
lines. What Canada ships to an Allied 
country under that scheme is sent on trust. 
If the goods can be paid for, now or later, 
that will be expected, though no hard and 
fast promise is exacted. If the goods are 
never paid for, their use in fighting the 
common enemy will be taken as liquidating 
the debt so far as the receiving country is 
concerned. 

This of course is sheer defiance of the 
rules of ordinary business. But the war is 
not ordinary business, It is extraordinary, 
in every sense of the term, and rules which 
are necessary in smaller operations cannot 
be made to apply. 

Boiled down, mutual-aid means that we 
are helping to equip and feed armies in dis- 
tant parts of the world which otherwise 
might not be able to keep the field or to 
make headway. The more armies of our 
Allies who are kept hacking at the enemy 
anywhere, the more certain we can be that 
the outcome will be victory; and the less 
of the fighting Canadians may have to do. 

The money that Canadian taxpayers are 
putting up to pay producers for supplies 
shipped abroad in the mutual-aid plan is 
not money thrown away or given away; 
even if none of iteshould ever come -back, 
It is being invested in the biggest and most 
important business of the hour, that of 
smashing the Axis and saving free civiliza- 
tion.

He Explodes Again 


While Allied troops are fighting for a 
foot-hold on the coast of Normandy, would 
seem to be a good time for Allied leaders 
to hold silence on subjects on which they 
disagree. But General De Gaulle apparent- 
ly thinks there are no circumstances in 
which silence is the best strategy. 

Just when American, British and Cana- 
dian solders were dying in a desperate at- 
tempt to tear the Nazi grip loose from that 
patch of French soil the General chose to 
broadcast his objections to the means 
which had been adopted to secure and 
facilitate the assistance of the people of 
France in restoring their liberties and their 
country. He objected to prpclamations be- 
ing issued by General Eisenhower to the 
people of France on the ground that this 
seemed to suggest a taking-over of power 
in France by the Allied military command, 
Likewise he criticized the issuing of French 
currency without any guarantee of the cur- 
rency’s value by French authority. 

It would not of course occur to General 
De Gaulle that any possible ‘‘complications” 
which might result from these measures 
could only be magnified and tensed by his 
untimely outburst. Neither evidently did 
it occur to him that the proclamations were 
issued and the currency struck in the name 
and on the responsibility of the Allied na- 
tions, who are paying in blood and money 
the price of liberating France. 

If the Allied military command is not to 
take over in France while fighting is in 
progress, who does De Gaulle think 
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should do so? And who does he think 
could under-write the currency which our 
troops must use there, if not the same au- 
thority? Presumably it is General De 
Gaulle’s idea that the proclamations should 
have been issued in his name and the coins 
adorned with his likeness. 

These,.with all respect to him, are mat- 
ters in which the peoples of the United Na- 
tions have something to say. And as be- 
tween General De Gaulle and General Eis- 
enhower there is no possible doubt as to 
which they prefer should represent them 
and conduct their military operations in 
France. Whatever his short-comings, no 
one will ever say that General De Gaulle is 
lacking in the quality which his name sug- 
gests.

The Gardeners’ War On Insects 


Don’t Let the Ownerehip 
Of Choice Plants be 
Disputed by Bugs 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 
Did you know that the battle 

against insects, which started weeks 


ago, reached a high point during 
dune? Although it may seem as 
though insects in all shapes, sizes 
and colors are simply waiting for 
seedlings to reach a promising 
stage, not every kind attacks at the 
same time. Nor will every garden 
harbor every pest. If they are 
taken one by one, the gardener will 
still be able to protect his carefully 
planted rows. 

Have you suddenly discovered 
that the leaves of your radishes or 
tomatoes have been shot full of 
holes? That's merely because the 
nimble flea beetle, so I’m told, is 
sharing your crop. The flea beetle 
is a voracious feeder and must be 
checked before the food-making 
leaf surface is completely ruined. 
Dusting with rotenone or spraying 
with a calcium arsenate solution 
will keep flea beetles under con- 
trol. The non-poisonous rotenone 
only should be used as plants reach 
the edible stage. 

Another early visitor to the vege- 
table plot uses camouflage to per- 
fection. The velvety green cabbage- 
worm riddles the leaves of cab- 
bage, cauliflower, broccoli, kale) 
and all the rest of the plants which 
belong to the mustard family. Usu-| 
ally it is hard to see, but if a dark 


heart of the plant, closer investiga- 
tion will disclose the worms, small 
at first, but growing larger by the 
minute. A stomach-poison spray or 
dust will dispose of them. Arsen- 
ate of lead or calcium arsenate 
spray dissolved at the rate of one 
ounce to a gallon of water together 
with an inch square of laundry soap 
do the job. 


Cabbage Enemy 


Despite sufficient moisture in the 
soil, cabbage or broccoli may start 
to wilt. Then examination will 
show maggots working on the roots. 
They might have been prevented 
had tar paper disks been placed 
around the stems of plants when 
they were set out. Infested plants 
now may be beyond redemption, 
but others near by may be saved 
by use of corrosive sublimate (bi- 
chloride of mercury). One ounce 
of this poison, diluted in 10 gallons 
of water and applied at the rate of 
one-half cupful to each plant, will 
kill eggs and newly hatched mag- 
gots, 

Vigilance is needed to grow po- 
tatoes. Flea beetles and striped po- 
tato bugs all will attack the plants. 
Since diseases such as potato blight 
may also be present, the best treat- 
ment is a combination of fixed cop- 
per dust together with an insecti- 
cide. Most seed stores carry this. 
It has proved highly satisfactory, 
provided treatment is given every 
ten to fourteen days. If a spray is 
preferred, ready-mixed bordeaux or 
fixed copper may be purchased and

Eradicate Cutworms 


If the ownership of a choice cab- 
bage plant or one of your bedding 
Plants is disputed by cutworms, 
poisoned bait which can be pur- 
chased may be fed to them, Gard- 
eners may mix their own bait by 
using the following formula: . One 
quart of bran, one level tablespoon 


| of paris green, two tablespoons of} 
| Syrup and one pint of water. 


The 
bran and paris green are mixed dry, 
The syrup is stirred into the water, 
and this sweetened liquid poured 
over the poisoned bran and mixed 
thoroughly, It is scattered thickly 
where insects are feeding, in late 
afternoon or evening for cutworms, 
This poiosoned bran should be kept 
away from animals and poultry. 
These insects are the most im- 
portant ones and the most likely to 
attack the average Victory garden. 
In some years there are others 
which are troublesome and efforts 
must be made to get rid of them. 


Two benevolent insects are the 
lady beetle and the praying mantis, 
both preying on injurious insects, 
Any new gardener who is not cer- 
tain whether an insect is good or 
bad should make inquiries, for it 
doesn't pay to waste seed, fertilizer 
and labor on a garden and then 
neglect the control measures which 
will prevent bugs from sharing the 
crops.

However, we didn’t print 
the picture becouse the little boy 
hadn't been shoved down the hole 
at all, the dirty little liar. He 
climbed down, himself, and could 
not get out and there was nothing 
wrong with him that could not be 
fixed by a good licking. So the 
story made up to nothing more than 
a little item back among the elec- 
tric belts and goiters. That farmer 
and his family probably believe to 
this day that our press is utterly 
untrustworthy.

Price Spreads 


Editor, Bulletin: A problem de- 
serving much more attention than 
it is receiving is that of unfair 
price spreads. 

About a month ago a farmer 
from here sold splendid graded 
and sacked Netted Gem potatoes 
to a wholesale buyer in Edmonton 
at ome cent per pound. The same 
day similar potatoes retailed at 
two cents per pound—a hundred 
per cent spread. 

In 1928 when flour cost five dol- 
lars per cwt. and No. 1 wheat sold 


\for $1.48 per bushel, bread could 


be purchased at five cents per loaf 
in an Edmonton store any day in 
the week. 

There is a spread of ten cents 
per dozen at the present time in 
eggs. I mention only three among 
the many. staple commodities 
wherein it would appear the spread 
is entirely unjustified. 

Is there a remedy? Could those 
who hold stalls in the Edmonton 
market sell for somewhat less than 
the retail price, even if a little pore 
than wholesale prices? Or dre the 
fees they pay too high to allow for 
this? With the federal government 
putting a ceiling on prices and the 
provincial government putting a 
“floor” price on just a few com- 
modities, we still have found no 
solution for the price spreads The 
opinion of the writer is that dup- 
lication of services is somewhat 
responsible. However the powers 
that be are responsible for dis- 
covering and applying a solution, 
Why don't they do so?

old as the First World War. In! 
this war it has been applied over 
and over again. To regard it as a 
recent innovation is simply to ig- | 
nore the history of aerial warfare. | 


The Germans turned their fight- 
ers into bombers in the Battle of 
Britain. The mistake they made 
was to use these fighter-bombers 
for strategic, rather than purely 
tactical missions. By adding bomb 
racks to their fighters they sought 
to supplement their bombing force, 
which happened to be inadequate 
for strategic demolition. It should 
be noted, however, nevertheless, 
that the Nazis did use some of these 
fighter-bombers to attack  air- 
dromes—which is exactly what we 
are using them for today in Fort- 
ress Europe. 

In the Libyan campaign, too, 
fighter bombers were utilized to 
good effect by Allied leaders in | 
support of their ground actions. | 
The British converted their Hur- 
ricanes into fighter-bombers. 
Some Curtiss P-40 fighters were 
equipped with bombs and cated 
“Tommybombers.” In Libya then, 
as in Europe today, the purpose 
was to seek out and destroy Ger- | 
man air power on the ground, 
and to demolish the other surface 
obstacles in the path of the sur- 
face advance. 

The concept of fighter-into- 
bomber has long been an integral 
part of surface operations, entirely | 
familiar to all airmen, so that they 
are shocked to find it treated as an | 
accidental discovery of recent vin- 
tage. I had occasion some months 
ago, in January, to comment in| 
these dispatches on the increasing 
use of the fighter to bomb surface 
objectives. I alluded at that time to 
an occasion in 1917, in the last 
Stages of the war, when we had to 
resort to fighter-bombers in the 
Baltic, where I was in command of 
the fighter force. } 


MATTER OF ROUTINE 


The same thing was happening on 
other fronts, so that to airmen | 
with a background of combat ex- | 
perience fighter bombers were a | 
matter of routine. We took them 
into consideration in designing new 
fighter planes and working out 
aerial tactics. In this war our forces 
have continually used Mustang 
P-51's (known as “Invaders"), War- | 
hawks, and other fighters for | 
bombing tasks in the Tunisian, 
Sicilian and Italian campaigns. The 
conversion of some _ P-47’s for 
bombing jobs is in no sense an in- 
novation, It was merely a matter of 
an established routine practice. 


This needs to be made clear not 
simply in deference to the facts but 
because it is a disservice to Am- 
erican air power to assume that it 
operates on a hit and miss basis, 
The aerial warfare has a history, a 
set of known and proven prin- 
ciples, and our air force has a grow- 
ing group of specialized leaders, 


DOES DEFINITE JOB 


| 

Of course, the fighter bomber | 
should rightly be considered an | 
adjunct of surface operations. It | 
does a definite job in connection | 
with ground strategy—that of elim- 
inating the opposing strategic air 
force in the air and on the ground 
prior to surface offensive. Thus the 
present action of P-47 is a preface 
to the planned invasion. However, 
because we have in the British Isles 
a great air base close to Europe, 
we have an exceptional condition, 
It enables us to supplement a) 
Strategic air action—by destruction 
of the enemy's means to wage war 
as well as his interior lines of com- 
munication, Their supplementary 
action is becoming particularly ef- 
fective since the bomb loads of the 
latest fighters, such as P-47 and 
P-38, are already reaching nearly a 
ton. 

The fighter bomber of today can 
be compared to the PT torpedo 
boat. As a boat it is naturally a 
part of sea power, but it has no 
function in true navy strategy, 
where one fleet seeks to engage an- 
other in a battle for command of 
the sea. Similarly the single-seated 
fighter-bomber, though physically 
a part of air power, is primarily a 
tactical weapon.

In the Edmonton district, heavy 
rains have somewhat delayed 
seeding operations, the minister 
states, and seeding of coarse 
grains has not yet been complet- 
ed. Due to the labor shortage, a 
decrease in wheat acreage and an 
increase in coarse grain acreage 
is indicated here. Crops and pas- 
tures are stated to be in good 
condition, and livestock is also 

| reported satisfactory. 

Throughout the province, rains 
have improved crop prospects, it is 
stated in the report, although more 
rain is needed in southern Alberta 

districts, where subsoil moisture is 
deficient. Seeding of grain crops is 
practically completed, and some 
fields have been reseeded as a 
weed control measure. No extensive 
frost damage has been reported. 


LABOR’ SHORTAGE 


Labor shortages has had but 
little effect on acreage seeded, 
although some districts have indi- 
cated an increase in coarse grains 
and summerfallow. The _ early 
season, increased mechanization, 
and a “work exchange” plan among 
farmers is responsible for over- 
coming most of labor shortage diffi- 
culties. 


Frost was reported from several 
crop districts, but damage has been 
slight. Little damage has been 
done by cutworms and wireworms, 
although some crops badly in- 
fested with wild oats had to be de- 
stroyed and re-seeded. Forage 
lcrops are reported to be 65 per 
{cent sown. 

Rain has improved pastures 
and prospective hay crops in 
northern and central Alberta, and 
condition of livestock in all parts 
of the province is “fair to good.” 
The market for all high quality 

meat animals is active at satis- 
factory prices, and a strong de- 
mand exists for all classes of 
breeding livestock. 

Production of creamery butter 
in May was 11.3 per cent above the 
same month of 1943, and an in- 
crease of 60.7 per cent in factory 
cheese is shown over the same com- 
parative periods.

And Mine

Living is more than growing. It 
takes into account an introduction 
of the child to attitudes which will 
serve him throughout life. 

One of these attitudes must be 
toward persons whose ideas differ 
from those held by his parents. 
He need not be intolerant of them 
nor unduly influenced by them. 
He must, when he is young, recog- 
nize that in the matter of religion, 
ways of spending money, selec- 
tion of clothes, ideas toward food 
and care, families do differ. 

He is born into a family which 
holds certain opinions, ideas and 
attitudes and he has to be respect- 
ful of them. He must learn that 
he cannot sway the thoughtful 
opinions of his parents by use of 
such time-worn arguments as, “Why 
do J have to go to bed? Betty never 
goes to bed this early.” Or, “Henry 
never wears rubbers, why do I have 
to?” 

The mother who holds opinions 
differing from the ones which 
may prevail in her neighborhood, 

has to have authoritative back- 
ing for them. She would arouse 
nothing but resentment in her 
children if they felt she was be- 
ing different for a mere whim.

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Professor of Nutrition from 
Washington, Speaks at U. of A. 


“We want nutritionists to study 
what the government is doing to 
further a food policy based on hu- 
man needs,” said Dr, Jennie Rown- 
tree, professor of nutrition at the 
University of Washington, Seattle, 
speaking at a meeting in the Medi- 
cal Building, University of Alberta, 
Tuesday evening on “Women's Ef- 
fort Today for a Better Tomorrow.’ 

Dr. Rowntree holds degrees from 
the Universities of Wisconsin, Chi- 
cago and Ames, lowa. She has writ- 
ten a number of pamphlets on 
nutrition and is particularly inter- 
ested in nutrition as it influences 
public welfare. 

Urging women to simplify house- 
hold processes and shorten the 
houeskeeping time yet emphasize 
homemaking, the speaker said “no 
family can live a good life outside 
of a good society which must have 
a good home to begin with.” 

The speaker urged the women to 
make better use of the foods at 
hand so that more food can be given 
to the starving peoples. She said it 
is sad we have not made a better 
use of the country’s wheat saying 
“we need a revolution in thought 


use of the soy bean, the cabbage 
and so on. 


FOOD VALUES 

Dr, Rowntree wants the people to 
become conscious of food values so 
as to give the family a 100 per 
cent efficient diet. 

Teaching the high school student 
nutrition needs and teaching them 
to buy clothing on a basis of five- 
year wear, and being well dressed, 
was a suggestion of the speaker. 
Home economy teachers are show- 
ing the way to better nutrition, Dr. 
Rowntree said. 

“Education in nutrition will 
broaden the vision and deepen the 
interests in the food problems,” 
the professor declared and asked 
the women to have a cosmopolitan 
not a Main Street attitude toward 
this subject. 

Concluding with “do not expect

BRITISH HOLD FIRE 

It was just before noon that we 
saw the first Germans, Over there 
on the other side of the dropping 
zone you could suddénly see figures 
moving among trees. We watched 
them forming up into batches of 10 
to 15, 

No one fired, Only the dull boom 
of artillery from somewhere away 
in the distance, and the busy hum 


placid Saturday morning. 

Shortly after noon the German 
attack began. In those batches of 
10 and 15 spread out over 200 to 
300 yards, the German infantry- 
men came in at a run. They 
plowed over the waving corn in 
the black ploughland until they 
reached a line of wrecked gliders, 
Then, they fell on their faces and 
lay there. After a few minutes 
they got up again, ran forward, 
then fell flat again. It went on 
like that for about 400 yards, Still, 
no one fired, 

From somewhere in the woods, a 
German mortar gun was going into 
action and its bombs fell all around 
us and in the serried rows of 
gravestones in a churchyard. Splint- 
ers fell among us. There were 
casualties, But there was no re- 
taliation, : 


NAZIS GAIN CONFIDENCE 

Stretcher-bearers wriggled for- 
ward and dragged wounded men 
away but never showed themselves 
against the skyline, 

Now the enemy was gaining con- 
fidence from the stillness. Smelling 
no danger, his loping advances were 
longer, his periods flat on the 
ground of only a few seconds dura- 
tion, He came on fast. He kept on 
coming until he was about 100 
yards away. Then at a perarranged 
signal every automatic weapon, 
every rifle in the paratroop line 
opened up. It was a roar that set 
your teeth chattering with shock. 

You suddenly saw the Germans 
grimacing widely, cluching their 
bodies, throwing up their hands, 
then falling by the dozens into 
the corn. Then they all flung 
themselves down and the British 
paratroops continued their fire. 


A rain of bullets surged across 
these 100 yards of French farm land 
and battered into the huddles on 
the grass. The earth was scuffed 
up in showers of corn and went 
down as if under a flail. But the 
Germans weren't beaten yet. One 
of their officers rose to his feet and 
called to his men, and those still| 
not wounded charged once more. 
This time the paratroops held their 
fire even longer, and it was 25 to 
30 yards now when the small arms 
barrage hit the enemy. 


REMNANTS FELL 


With cool, superb and absolute 
disciplane, fingers squeezed trig- 
gers almost simultaneously, and 
down in writhing heaps went the 
Germans again. And now the rem- 
nants who remained alive turnéd 
and began to flee. 

Bullets chased them across the 
field as they raced for the woods. 
But only a few made that shelter, 
for now the shells and mortars 
came into play and plastered a river 
of steel between the enemy and the 
sanctuary for which he was racing. 

By 1 o'clock it was all over, and 
the dropping zone was littered 
now not only with gliders and 
containers but with hundreds of 
enemy dead and enemy wounded. 


Back in the woods those Nazi 
troops who had made it were joined 
by reinforcements, and_ there, 
among green shadows, they reform- 
ed and planned how to get out. 


GIVEN NO CHANCE 


But they were not to be given the 
chance. All through the woods hid-| 
den in trees, ditches and slit 
trenches, the camouflaged British 
paratroops were waiting for them. 
Around 4 o'clock a squadron of 
Sherman tanks rumbled up to 
where most of the Germans were 
concentrated, and poured a five- 
minute barrage from their big guns 
into the trees, 

The Germans turned and began 


to retreat. Their retreat was the 
wrong way for them, and once 
more it was massacre, Sten gun 


bullets hit them from such range 
they were torn to pieces, The para- 
troopers could tquch their victims 
as they opened fire, 

The terrified Germans threw 
up their hands and tried to sur- 
render. If they were in time 
they were allowed it. These whe 
left it too late got a burst that 
flung them to the ground, Only 
a few snipers were left by Satur- 
day evening, and their fire was 
sporadic, 

I went into the woods lo see the 
flotsam and jetsam this short but 
bloody war had left. Everywhere 


was death, Nazi death. At least 
400 had been killed and nearly 
2,000 made prisoners. And in

The fungus which causes athlete's 
foot is commonly found on the 
floors of gymnasiums, locker rooms, 
around swimming pools and on the 
tiles in public showers. The disease 
is picked up in walking through 
such places in bare, warm, moist 
feet. As may be suspected from 
the name, the disorder is most com- 
monly found among those who are 
athletic. It is exceedingly common 
among university students and 
probably three-fourths of the male 
students either have or have had 
athlete’s foot. The reason more men 
are affected with this trouble is 
probably because they are careless 
about protecting their feet and 
do not wear rubber bathing shoes, 
A second reason is that men usual- 
ly do not give their feet the same 
care that women do, and this care-

The fact that a woman does not 
go to gym, pools or other places 
where ahtlete's foot is prevalent 
does not necessarily protect her 
for, if the man of the family picks 
up the disorder, he may spread it 
on the bathroom floor at home and 
other members may easily contact 
it as the disorder is very con- 
tagious. By first rubbing the in- 
fected feet with a towel and then 
other parts of the body it is pos- 
sible of the infection to spread to 
the groins or arm pits. 

Several forms of this disorder 
are known, but the most common 
are itching, smarting, scaliness, 
redness, thickening of the skin and 
cracks and fissures in the skin. 
The parts under and between the 
toes is usually the first place in- 
volved, Athlete's foot tends to grow 
worse instead of better if it is not 


corrected. The treatment of ath- 
lete’s foot consists in applying pre- 
parations which will kill the fungi. 
To stop any possible re-infection 
from the shoes in which the fungi 
continue to grow, powdered sul- 
plur may be sprinkled into the 
shoes twice a week at night, shak- 
ing the shoes out well the next 
morning. Putting gasoline on the 
shoes and allowing them to dry will 
also kill the fungi. All stockings 
should be boiled, if possible, or 
woolen hose should be sent to the 
cleaners. 

Until your feet are healed, do not 
go barefooted in a shower or along 
runways used by the public. I have 
found that local treatment of the 
affected area with strong ultra 
violet ray is\very beneficial as the 
jfungi are thereby destroyed, What- 
ever treatment is used one must 
|persevere, since one smal! unheal- 
ed patch will be enough to start the 
trouble all over again,

Union Dispute 
Hearing Opens 
Before Board 


Submitting that Canada Pack- 
ers Ltd, had no anti-union preju- 
dices, Stewart McDougall, plant 
Manager for the company's Ed- 
monton branch, appearing before 
the board of conciliation appoint- 
ed by the Dominion department 
of labor, said that the company’s 
attitude was one of “meticulous 
impartiality and that it intended 
to be guided by the letter and 
spirit of the law.” 

He said that the company’s pres- 
ent position was that it desired an 
authoritative statement as to whom 
it should recognize as the bargain- 
ing agency for employees in con- 
formity with the wishes of the em- 
ployees and in conformity with the 
law 


END INTERNAL STRIFE 


“The company's hope is that as 
a result of any recommendation 
made by the board, the internal 
strife within the plant may be re- 
moved and that a committee rec- 
ognized by the majority of the em- 
ployees may be set up with which 
the company may deal,” Mr. Me- 
Dougall stated 

He said that throughout the 
union controversy the company 
has adopted an impartial and neu- 
tral stand, and quoted F, E. Har- 
rison, western representative of 
the Dominion department of labor, 
who visited the Edmonton plant as 
an industrial disputes inquiry com- 
missioner, as stating that following 
a number of conferences with offi- 
cials of the company and of both 
unions he had found that “the com- 
pany had acted throughout the con- 
troversy in an entirely fair and im- 
partial manner.” 

“After the taking of the vote in 
January and prior to the second 
vote in April, both unions ad- 
vised in writing, that they had no | 
dispute with the company, and 
that the company had acted im- 
partially,” Mr. McDougall stated. 
He said that these letters would 
be submitted later to the board. 


“In view of the impartial stand| 
taken by the company, it is regret- 
able that the public at large have 
gained the impression that there is 
a dispute between the company and 
its employees,’ Mr. McDougall 
stated. 


WANTS NAME CLEARED 


He expressed the hope that out 
of the board's deliberations the 
company’s name would be cleared} 
of any charges that have been 
made, and the idea eliminated that 
there is any ground for dispute be- 
tween the C.I.O. and the company, 
and especially that the company’s 
action has been fair and impartial 
and proper throughout all negotia- 
tions between the rival unions. 


Sittings of the board opened 
Tuesday afternoon at the court
